The Law Courts are indeed 
the proper place in which ‘to 
seck a remedy pgainst wrong- 
doing and injustice and, in that 
capacity, the Courts are open 
to all. But if anyone, in a sud- 
den burst of temper, should fail 
to appreciate the difference 
between a momentary annoy- 
ance and a lasting injury, he 
should reflect on the unhappy 
case of Mr Blenncrhassctt and 
the Yo-Yo.

On Nov. & Bisenhower by a

Prodigious work 


Military measures of defence 
were of course put Into effect 
from Septembor, 1939, to pre- 
pare for a possible slege. Facing 
the Spanish frontier, a strong 
defensive system was gradually 
built up, overlooked by the Rock 
‘itself, out of which galleries 
were blasted for guns com- 
manding the isthmus. Measures 
had to be taken also against at- 
tack from the sea and air, as 
well as by airborne forces. The 
vital need was water, and by 
the middle of 1940 distillation 
plants were compleicd in the 
solid rock affording ample cup- 
plies and storage. This was a 
prodigious work. 


Gibroltar’s greatest positive 
contribution to the war was the 
development of its new airfield 
and the use that was made of it. 
Starting from a mere landing- 
‘strip on the racecourse, this was 
developed from 1942 onwards 
into a broad runway over & mile 


Churchill 


long, its western end built out 
into Gibraltar Bay with the 
rubble from the tunnelling. Here 
the great concentration of atr- 
craft for “Torch” was made. The 
whole isthmus wags crowded 
with machines, and 14 squadrons 
of fighters were assembled for 
zero hour, . 


All this activity necessarily 
took place in full view of Ger- 
man observers, and we could 
only hope they would think It 


was for the reinforcement. of 


Malta. ‘We did all we could to 
make them think so, Apparently 
they did. 


Giraud duly arrived, with the 
idea that he would be appointed 
Supreme Commander in North 
Africa, and that the Amer, 
ond British armies, of w! 
strength -he had no prior know- 
ledge, would be placed under his 
euthority. He himself strongly 
urged a landing vin France in- 
stead of, or in addition to, 
Africa, and for some time secm- 
ed to imagine that this picture 
possessed reality. 


Argument, protracted over 48 
hours, prooceded between him 
and Gen, Eisenhower before this 
‘brave Frenchman could be con- 
vineed of the rtion of 
affairs. We had counted 
overmuch upon “Kingpin” but

A curious but in tho upshot 
highly fortunate complication 
now descended wu) us. Ad- 
miral Darlon, having completed 
his tour of inspection in North 
Africa, returned 40 France, His 
gon was stricken by infantile 
paralysis and taloen into hospital 
at Algiers. The news of his 
dangerous condition Jed the Ad- 
miral to fly back on Nov. 5. 

He thus happencd to be in 
Algiers on the eve of the Anglo- 
American descent. Mr Murphy 
[the principal U.S. diplomatic 
agent in the area] hoped he 
would depart before the assault 
struck the shores, But Darlan, 
nbsorbed in.his son's illness, 
tarried for a day, staying in 
the villa of a French offil- 
elal, Admiral Fenard. 


Hour strikes 


Our Seading hope In Algiers 
in recent weeks had been Gen. 
Juin, the French military com- 
mander. His relations with Mr 
‘Murphy had been intimate, al- 
though the actual date had not 
been imparted to him. A Little 
after midnight on the 7th Mur- 
phy visited Juin to tell him that 
the hour had struck. A mighty 
Anglo-American army, sustain- 
ed by overwhelming naval and 
alr forces, was approaching, and 
would begin landing in Africa 
in a few hours. 

Gen. Juin, although deeply 
engaged and loyal to the enter- 
prise, was staggered by ‘the 
news. He had concelved himself 
to possess full command of the 
situation in Algiers. But he 
knew ‘that Darlan's presence 
completely overrode his au- 
thority. At his disposal were a 
fow hundred ardent young 
Frenchmen. He knew only too 
well that all control of the mili- 
tary and political government 
had passed from his hands into 
those of the Minisber-Admiral. 


Murphy and Juin decided to 
ask Darlan by telephone t 
come to them at once.

Ipswich, in the county of 
Suffolk, is a great centre of 
modern industry in East 
Anglia. The ‘town’s — pic- 
turesque port at the mouth 
of the river Orwell, an im- 
portant one in the Middle 
Ages, has been improved in 
recent years so that nowa- 
days large ships, can load 
and unload at the quays. 


The world’s first lawn mower 
was made at Ipswich in 1832 by 
a-firm which began its long 
career in 1789 when one man 
with an assistant set up a Httle 
foundry. It was this man's am- 
bition to produce a ploughshare 
that would last longer than any 
other, and after some years of 
experimental work, he discover- 
ed how to make one, Today 
many kinds of agricultural im- 
plements made by this firm are 
sent all over the world.
